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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: because of the reasons give in the previous Office 
Action. In regard to the 1 12 first paragraph of the claims 40-44, 55, and 57, the examiner has considered the provided paragraph 22 of the 
specification, and could not find the disclosure of the limitations. In paragraph 22, the disclosure only cites the display mode of different low 
resolution and high resolution, such as text mode or video mode. There is no description of how "the second display mode using the a 
same size amount of a display as when display an image in the first display mode". A person of ordinary skill in the art cannot understand 
how the display size of the first mode, e.g. the video mode or rich color mode would have "the same size amount of a display" as that in the 
second display mode, e.g. textual display mode, because it is impossible for a person of ordinary skill in the art to decide whether the 
display amount of the phone list to have the same size amount of display as that of the rich color graphics information. The same argument 
is applied to claim 55, where the limitation " an image displayed based on the second amount of information has the same resolution as an 
image displayed based on the first amount of information" cannot be found in the specification because if the resolution of the image the 
display modes affect the amount of information in the first display mode and the second display mode, then claim 55 would conflict with 
claim 31 , where the second amount of information is smaller that the first amount of information. As for Applicant's arguments regarding the 
rejection of claims 31 and 48 that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be 
established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, 
suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill 
in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 
1992). In this case, the teachings of Phillips is utilized to teach the display logic configured to change the display modes while the device is 
being actively activated by a user. As for claim 48, the calculator function display (col. 3, lines 30-55) is broadly rendered as "textual types 
of graphical information". Other function as disclosed by Phillips can be a diary function (see col. 4, lines 14-22), thus also meets the 
requirements of the claims. 
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
